Entertaining Doesn't Have To 
Dull Your Floors 

Entertaining can be a delight and 
a chore. After working hard to 
make your home shine, the last 
thing you want to think about is 
cleaning the inevitable spills and 
stains off your vinyl floors. 

However, the cleanup doesn't 
have to be an exhausting process 
Use a high quality floor polish to 
protect your floors from accidental 
spills and keep these helpful hints 
for removing stains close at hand. 

Remove alcoholic beverages by 
rubbing the spot with a cloth damp- 
ened with a solution of detergent 
and warm water. If the stain re- 
mains, rub it with a different cloth 
dampened with denatured alcohol. 
To remove candle wax (this works 
for chewing gum as well), freeze 
the material to brittleness by using 
ice cubes. Then scrape it off the 
floor with a plastic spatula. 


If your guest list includes young 
children, this tip for removing cun- 
dy will come in handy. Rub the 
area with a cloth dampened with a 
detergent and warm water. For 
abrasive acuion, use steel wool in- 
stead of a cloth except on "no wax" 
or hard-surface floors. For these, 
use powdered detergent and a plas- 
lic scrubbing pad dampened with 
warm water. 

The unpleasant appearance of 
Slains from cigarette burns doesn't 
have to be permanent With care, 
they can be removed from your 
wax floors. On resilient tile, rub the 
Stain with a cloth dampened with a 
concentrated solution of detergent 
and water. For a heavier stain, rub 
with scouring powder and a piece 
of steel wool or plastic pad dipped 
in water. 


Nutrition Super Stars 

For many of us, "carbohydrate" 
has always been synonymous with 
bread and sweets. And for years, 
weight-conscious people shunned 
carbohydrates as their natural ene- 
my. Who knew that carbohydrates - 
complex carbohydrates, that is - are 
actually our most efficient energy 
source and a cornerstone for weight 
management? 

Simple carbohydrates or sugars 
(sucrose, lactose, dextrose, and oth: 
er "oses") are virtually unnecessary 
for good health. These simple car- 
bohydrates are low in nutritive val- 
ue and high in calories. Complex 
carbohydrates - the natural starches 
and "sugars" found in fresh fruits 
and vegetables and whole grains - 
are good sources of essential nuwi- 
ents, provide the body with easily 
digestible fuel for energy, and are 
high in dietary fiber (which may 
lower cholesterol levels and may 
decrease the risk of many forms of 
cancer). Carbohydrates supply 4 
calories per gram (as opposed to 
fats, for instance, which supply 9 
calories per gram), and the fiber in 
complex carbohydrates has the bo- 
nus effect of “filling you up" thus 
decreasing the tendency to overeat. 

Most nutritionists agree that 60 
percent of your daily caloric intake 
should could from complex carbo- 
hydrates For example, if you eat 
2,000 calories a day to maintain 
your weight, 1,200 of those calories 
would ideally come from complex 
carbohydrates. 

Increasing your intake of com- 
plex carbohydrates can improve 
your body's energy stores and can 
help “fill you up" with fewer calo- 
ries. The good news is you can eat 
more and have more energy, and 
feel better by making complex car- 
bohydrates a critical part of your 
dict.

Better Soil 

I read this article in "The Book 
of Tomatoes” and thought it was 
Very appropriate in your prepara- 
tion for your home tomato produc- 
uon. 

No matter what kind of soil you 
have in your garden, you can shape 
it into a great home for your toma- 
toes with just a little work. 

In woublesome, light, sandy 
soils which drain rapidly or in 
heavy, clay soils which take forever 
to drain and warm up in the spring, 
you can cither spot-improve the 
soil where your tomato plants will 
grow, Or your can work on a gar- 
den-wide basis 

Either way, tt boils down to 
working plenty of organic matter 
into the soil, such as leaves, com- 
post, grass clippings, garden resi- 
duces OF casy-lO-grow cover crops 
buckwheat, cowpeas, or annual rye- 
Lrass. 

Organi¢ matter will feed the mil- 
lions of microscopic soil organisms 
who live and work in your soil. 
This active soil life breaks down or- 
ganic matter into nutrient-rich- 
humus-in effect, making fertilizer 
for your vegetable crops. 

In problem soil, such as ex- 
tremely sandy soil -which drains 
and dries out too quickly, organic 
matter builds up the water-holding 
capacity of the soil. With a lot of 
organic matter in it, the soil can cat 
more like a sponge, holding mois- 
ture. This is vitally important for 
tomatoes, because they really de- 
pend on a continuos supply of 
moisture all season long. 

But tomatoes don't want to sit in 
puddles, organic matter really im- 
proves heavy soils that stay wet. 
The particles of organic matter, 
when worked into the soil, wedge 
themselves in between ti tight parti- 
cles of clay, so that air and water 
circulate better, 

If your tomato crop has been 
only so-so the past few years, work 
extra organic matter in to the soil 
where your plants will be. You will 
see a big difference in the harvest. 

It's also important to work the 
soil before transplanting ime unul 
it's loose to a depth of about 6 to 8 
inches. You can do the work with a 
garden tiller or with a shovel. The 
tomato roots will be able to expand 
quickly in the loose seedbed and 
you'll also uproot and kill many 
weeds by working the soil.

An Animal's Leanest Meats 

Some of the leanest cuts of beef 
come from parts of the steer that 
are exercised as the steer moves, 
Meat from the well-exercised round 
(upper back leg), for example, 
tends to have little fat on it. On the 
other hand, beef from the chuck 
(neck and shoulder), which is also 
exercised, can be relatively fatty. 
Three cooked ounces of trimmed 
blade roast from the chuck contain 
11.6 grams of fat, three to four 
grams more than three ounces of 
tenderloin, which comes from the 
unexercised loin, 

The number of grams of fat 
won't necessarily be shown on 
packages of beef you find at the su- 
permarket. But looking for meat 
with lithe external fat will help en- 
sure that your purchase is lean. 

Marinating lean beef before 
cooking will help tenderize the 
meat. But remember to marinate 
your meat in the refrigerator only. 
The marinade will penetrate the 
meat about an inch on one side. 
Tough meat that is marinated may 
Not tum out as tender as filet mi- 
gnon, but it should be a tasty addi- 
tion to any lunch or dinner 


Kitchen Tips 

Consider these simple "slim sub- 
suitutes” when cooking: 

*Substitute plain low-fat yogurt 
for dairy sour cream 

*Use low-fat cottage cheese in- 
stead of cream-style 

*Subsutute skim milk or butter- 
milk for whole milk 

*Substitute reduced-calorie soft- 
style cream cheese fro regular 
cream cheese 

*Use cornstarch instead of all- 
purpose flour when thickening 
sauces. Just remember, yo usc 
twice as much flour as cornstarch.

What is the difference between 
oat bran and oatmeal? 


A. A whole grain is made up of 
the bran, the germ and the endo- 
sperm. Oauneal, a whole grain con- 
tains all these layers, while oat bran 
consists of only the bran layer of 
the grain. Both oatmeal and oatbran 
are good choices nutritionally. Oat 
bran has about two times as mvyh 
soluble fiber as oatmeal. The vita- 
min and mineral content of oat bran 
may be slightly higher than oat- 
meal, but you can’t go wrong with 
either choice. 


Carpet-Related Health Problems 
_ New carpet occasionally results 
in consumer complaints about ad- 
verse health effect, the U. S. Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commission 
reports. The Commission, which 
has already asked allergists to refer 
carpet-related consumer complaints 
to the agency, has received several 
reports of serious incidents. 

Investigations will verify which 
of the complaints are associated 
with chemicals in the carpet and 
help the agency determine if future 
standards are necessary. The carpet 
study is part of the Commission's 
larger project on indoor air pollu- 
uon,

HDR Food Stamp Fraud Unit Receives Reward 


The Coffee County Board of 
Human Resource held their quarter- 
ly meeting Thursday morning, 
March 8, at the Department of Hu- 
man Resources building in Elba. 

Board Chairman Fred Donald- 
son recognized Director Ron Smith 
who inturn introduced to the board 
Debbie Jones and Rita Faye Dubi- 
These ladies work with the De- 
partment of Human Resources’ 
Food Stamp Fraud Unit headquar- 
tered in New Brockton. 

The unit recently received “The 
Gold Seal Letter of Achievement", 
an award, from the State of Ala- 
bama Department of Human Re- 
sources presented by the O. F. (Of- 
fice of Fraud) Award Committee. 

The award commended the unit 
for the aggressiveness and enthu- 
siasm shown in completing 96% of 
the 36 cases referred for Adminis- 
trative Disqualification Hearings in 
the fiscal year October, 1988 - Sep- 
tember, 1989. 

Rita Faye Dubisar explained 
briefly the work of the Fraud Unit 
and the steps taken in dealing with 
people who place fraudulent claims 
with the Food Stamp Program, 

Disciplinary action for filing 
fraudulent claims for amounts less 
than $1,000 is handled by the 


county DHR. Claims amounting to 
over $1,000 are turned over to the 
Grand Jury for investigation and 
action. 

The penalty for the first offense, 
if found guilty, is 6 months suspen- 
sion from the program; for the sec- 
ond offense is 12 months suspen- 
sion; and for the third offense, a 
lifetime suspension, 

Board Chairman Donaldson, on 
the behalf of all board members, 
commended the ladies for the tre- 
mendous job being done by the 
Fraud Unit. 

It was noted by Director Ron 
Smith that the Coffee County Food 
Stamp Fraud Unit serves as a mod- 
el for units in other counties. 

Coffee County Commission 
Chairman Bill Eagerton was in at- 
tendance at the meeting and was 
recognized by Donaldson. 

Eagerton addressed the board 
and brought them up-to-date on the 
bill allowing Coffee County to 
raise court costs by $35. The bill is 
being introduced by the county leg- 
islauve delegation to the legislature 
and upon its passage will be voted 
on by the people of Coffee County.

Coffee County Commission sees no 
need for further meetings on jailhouse 


The month of March must be the 
month for short meetings! 

All the meetings that this news- 
paper has” covered thus far, this 
month, have been short and to-the- 
point, and the Coffee County Com- 
mission meeting Monday moming 
was no excepuon. ; 

Beginning prompuly at 9:00 
a.m., the commissioners "breezed 
through” their agenda and ad- 
journed in less than forty-five min- 
ules, 

Dwight Adams, of the taxpayers 
committee, addressed the commis- 
sioners and his main topic was con- 
ceming the request by the Enter- 
prise City Council to meet with the 
commission. 

The Enterprise City Council had 
sent a letter to the commission ask- 
ing them to came meet with them 
and discuss the building of the 
county jail in Enterprise and also, 
the funding of the said jail. 

A majority of the commissioners 
felt that this matter had already 
been resolved and that no further 
discussion was warranted, but they, 
the commissioners, did state that 
the commission mecting was an 
open meeting and that the Enter- 
prise City Council could attend and 
be placed on the agenda anytime 
they so desired. 

Adams was inquiring as to why 
the commissioners had chose to ig- 
nore the request and in no way re- 
sponded to it. 

The majority of the commission- 
ers’ response to Adams question 
was, "No comment". 

Commissioner Jimmy Dubose 
entered into a lengthy discussion 
with Adams during which he told 
him that the commission had sat 
down with officials from Elba, 
New Brockton and Enterprise and 
had reviewed proposals conceming 
the jail from all of them. 

After reviewing all proposals 
presented, the commission had de- 
cided on the present plan, which is 
to build a new jail in New Breck- 
ton. 
The funding has yet to be decid- 
ed upon since, a 1/2¢ sells tax 
passed by the commission is on ap- 
peal to the state supreme court as to 
it legality and a dill imposing a $35 
increase to cour} costs is to be vot- 
ed on by the people in June. 

Adams went on record as being 
opposed to the bill raising court 
costs and would remain so when 
the matter comes before the people 
for a vote. As a matter of record, he 
was also against the 1/2¢ sales tax. 


With no further discussion, Ad- 
ams thanked the commissioner and 
left the meeting.

One was to determine if 
there was just cause in the case in- 
volving Ziglar, accused and 
charged with the murder of Edward 
Lamar Kelley, to warrant its being 
submitted to the circuit court and 
being bound over to the grand jury 
for action. 

Secondly, it was to be deter- 
mined if Ziglar would be freed on 
bail, pending action by the grand 
jury, and if so, for what amount the 
bond would be set. 

The state, in its presentation to 
the court by Assistant DA Al 
Smith, called two witnesses to the 
stand to testify in the case. 

Coffee County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment Investigator Buddy Ammons 
testified that on January 30, at ap- 
proximately 7 p.m., he was noufied 
of the shooting by Sheriff Brice 
Paul while talking to him on the tel- 
ephone. 

Sheriff Paul had been called by 
the jail on another line while he 
was talking to Ammons. 

Ammons described to the court 
what he found upon arriving at the 
scene of the shooting. 

He told the court that the resi- 
dence was a mobile home located 
northwest of Elba on the Taylor 
Mill Road approximately one- 
tenth-of-a-mile outside the police 
jurisdiction, 

Upon arrival, he observed a hole 
in the jalousie window of the front 
door of the mobile home and the 


body of a man, whom he identified , 


as Edward Kelley, lying face-up 
just inside the door. 

Investigator Ammons also testi- 
fied that an expended 12 ga. shot- 
gun shell was found just outside the 
front door of the trailer. 

After talking to other law en- 
forcement offices on the scene, 
Ammons stated that he secured the 
apparent crime scene and notified 
the Coffee County's District Attor- 
ney’s Office and the Alabama De- 
partment of Forensic Science that 
they both were needed. He then

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waited for their arrival. 

Before leaving the, stand, Am- 
mons told the court that a prelimi- 
nary autopsy report had been re- 
ceived from the state toxicologist 
stating that the cause of death was a 
shotgun wound to the face, neck 
and chest. 

When asked by Attorney Jack- 
son W. Stokes, Ziglar's court ap- 
pointed defense attorney if the case 
was still under investigated, his re- 
ply was, "Yes, itis.” 

Bruce Devane, Chief Investiga- 
tor for the Coffee County District 
Attorney's Office, was called to tes- 
tify by Assistant District Attomey 
Al Smith. 

Devane testified that he was no- 
tified by the jail that he was needed 
in Elba at the scene of a shooting 
death. 

Sometime after his arrival, De- 
vane testified that he was made 
aware of the fact that a lady in Opp, 
Mrs. Doug Taylor, had called the 
police in Opp and stated that Owen 
Ziglar had been to her home. 

She allegedly informed the po- 
lice that Ziglar told her that he had 
killed Ed Kelley in Elba and want- 
ed to know where her husband was 
so he could kill him too. 

Investigator Devane spoke with 
Mrs. Taylor via mobile telephone 
from the scene of the shooting and 
she confirmed the information that 
had been given to him. 

Also, Devane had been given 
Mrs. Donna Ziglar's phone number 
at a location in Florida and he had 
instructed Eddie Pennington, an in- 
Vestigator with the DA's office, to 
call her. Pennington had spoken 
with Mrs, Ziglar over the phone 
and she told him of a conversation 
that she had had with Owen Ziglar. 

She told Pennington that be- 
tween the hours of 4 p.m. and 5 
p.m. CST, Mr, Ziglar had told her 
that he wouldn't harm her, but that 
he was going to kill Doug Taylor 
and Edward Kelley. 

Devane, acting on the informa- 
tion received, had Owen Ziglar lo- 
cated, 

Investigator Donnie Byrd and 
Sheriff's Deputy Jack Herbert locat- 
ed him at his residence on Co, Rd, 


adddresses -25 and He was asked to come to the 


Elba Police Station and speak with 


Investigator Devane. 

Upon receiving Mr. Ziglar's ver- 
bal consent, a 12 ga, Remington 
shotgun and a 22 cal. pistol was 
taken from taken from his automo- 
bile. Also, several rounds of ammu- 
nition for each weapon was taken. 

Upon cross examination by At- 
torney Stokes, Devane was asked 
repeatedly if Ziglar was intoxicated 
and if there were anyother individu- 
als present during his questioning 
or when he was taken out of the po- 
lice station. 

Devane responded to Stokes’ 
questions by. stating that, in his 
opinion, Mr. Ziglar was not intoxi- 
cated, but that he was told by Ziglar 
that he had drank three or four 
beers. 

The court was also informed by 
Devane that preliminary tests had 
been performed on the shotgun tak- 
en from the Ziglar vehicle. 

He had been told by phone that 
the ejection marks on the expended 
hull found at the scene of the shoot- 
ing and the known hull from the 
test firing appeared to be the same. 

Assistant DA Al Smith advised 
the court at this time that the state 
rested their case. j 

Defense Attorney Jackson 
Stokes asked that the case be dis- 
missed stating that the state had 
failed to show "just cause”. 

Judge Tom Head ruled that the 
case be forwarded to the circuit 
court and bound over to the grand 
jury for action. 

Attorney Stokes asked that rea- 
sonable bail be set for his client so 
that he may be released pending ac- 
tion by the grand jury. 

He further argued that all the ev- 
idence presented by the state was 
hearsay and that nothing concrete 
had been presenied to show just 
cause that his client should be de- 
nied bail, 

DA Al Smith asked that the 
court deny Mr. Ziglar bail because 
he was a "danger and a threat" to 
other individuals. 

He further stated that, "one man 
is dead and another has been threat- 
ened.” 

Judge Head informed both the 
state and the defense that he would 
take both augments under advise- 
ment and make his ruling soon.

Dear Editor: 

The following is an excerpt from 
a letter received from Mr. Alan 
Armstrong on March 8, 1990. 

"Dear parents, I have reviewed 
your information and appreciate 
your concern for our program. I 
have concluded that the original de- 
cision as it was amended is the best 
thing for our entire band pro- 
gram...". 

Mr. Armstrong's "original deci- 
sion" was tO discontinue majorettes 
from the Elba High School band 
program and replace these with a 
dance line. 

This decision was based on the 
pretext that: (1) schools within the 
surrounding area are discontinuing 
their majorette ell and re- 
placing them with a dance line; (2) 
there is no merit in participating in 
a majoretie program as there are no 
major college scholarships offered 
such as the ones offered to those 
participating in the athletic program 
and; (3) the cost is exorbitant 
($1,000) to the young women wish- 
ing to participate in the majorette 


‘ program. 


After much research by the par- 
ents of the girls involved it was 
found that Mr. Armstrong's expla- 
nation for climinating the maiorette 
program was inconsistent With our 
findings: (1) schools within the sur- 
rounding areas are NOT discontinu- 
ing their majorette programs (2) 
there are numerous institutions of- 
fering scholarships to young ladies 
excelling in their school’s majorette 
programs: (3) majorette expendi- 
lures are consistent with those of 
color guard and dance lines and are 
only a fraction of the $1,000 Mr. 
Armstrong stated we needed. All of 
this is paid for by the parents of the 
girls and at not cost to the band, 
band boosters or school. 

Our research was assembled in a 
twelve-page report and a petition 
signed by over 1,700 citizens of 
Elba supporting the majorette pro- 
gram and was given to Mr. Folcy, 
Mr. McCollough, Mr. Armstrong, 
and the School Board Members for 
their consideration. 

In talking with Mr. Armstrong 
on the day we reccived the letter 
we were told that there had been no 
negalive response to discontinuing 
the majorette program except from 
the five people who had presented 
the report and petition. 

Evidenuy the opinions of over 
1,700 people who signed the pet- 
tion did not matter to Mr. Arm- 
strong, but to us they meant a great 
deal. To each of you who signed 
the petition, we want to thank you. 
Thank you for tying to help our 
children continue a tradition. 

Webster's dictionary gives the 
definition for tradition as follows: 
A long - established custom or 
practice that nas the elfect of an un- 
written law; specifically a custom 
handed down through the genera- 
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tions. Elba has had majoreties for 
several gencrations. It should be 
considered a tradition. We have one 
person who has chosen to discon- 
tinue this tradition. 

We are very sorry that our cf- 
forts failed, and your opinions had 
no bearing. Maybe the time your 
daughters or granddaughters are 
ready for the majorette line, we will 
have a band director who is more 
concerned about the feelings of our 
community and we will have our 
tradition back. 

Again, we would like to thank 
each of your for your concern, and 
help in this matter.

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Sanders Sentenced To Life 


Circuit Judge Riley Green sen- 
tenced James Randal Sanders to 
life without parole Tuesday morn- 
ing, March 13, in a sentencing hear- 
ing held in Elba. 

Sanders was found guilty of rob- 
bery in the first-degree by a jury of 
his peers on Wednesday, the sev- 
enth of February. 

He was convicted of robbing 
Coffee County Deputy Sheriff Jack 
Herbert of his side arm and driving 
away in his patrol car on June 27, 
1987, 

The jury was unable to reach a 
verdict on the charge of kidnapping 
for which Sanders was also tried. 

Sanders' attorney had presented 
the court with a partition pleading 
that his prior convictions not be 
taken into consideration during sen- 
tencing because of his age at the 
time the crimes were committed. 

_ The State of Georgia had con- 
victed Sanders of motor vehicular 
theft(two counts) and burglary. 

Prior to pronouncing sentence 
on Sanders, Judge Green asked him 
if he had anything to say to the 
court, 

Sanders asked that the court not 
hold his prior convictions against 
him because he was young when 
committed the offenses. 

Judge Green told Sanders and 
those present in the courtroom that 
sin his opinion, he (Sanders) had re- 
ceived the best defense possible un- 
der the circumstances and that he 
wanted him to know that. 

Under the State of Alabama's 
Habitual Offenders Act, Sanders 
was sentenced to life without pa- 
role by Judge Green thus, denying

God is wak- 
ing some up to see that we are dy- 
ing in our methods, programs, 
skills and traditions. We are worm 
out, confused and discouraged - all 
the time measuring our success by 
the goals of men "comparing our- 
selves with ourselves." (2 Corin- 
thians 10:12). 

Then we should retum to being 
people "of the Word". That is, to let 
God's Word be truth and to do what 
He says. When we begin to receive 
His Word, and pray, praise and 
worship Him we will see a chuech 
that has life, power, victory and 
joy.

SPIRITUAL FREEDOM 


Spiritual death is the separation of man from God with sin being the cause 
(Isiah 59: 1 & 2). Spiritual freedom (Salvation) is to have those sins washed 
away by the blood of Christ. (Acts 22:16). Spiritual freedom is the ultimate 
type of freedom and is attainable only from God. Sin is committed against God, 
Jt is the transgression of God's law. (1 John 3:4). Since it is God who is sinned 
against, it must be God who determines the basis of frecing one from sin. 

Can God forgive my sins? Can I know when I have forgiveness of sins and 


freedom from that sin? 


“Jesus, therefore, said to those Jews that had believed him, “/f ye abide in my 
word, then are ye truly my disciples: and ye shall know the truth and the truth 
shall make you free.” (John 8:31, 32) Please notice that the freedom offered to 
those who already believed his claim that he came from God is based upon 
their continuing to abide in his word. A true Disciple of Christ is one who re- 
mains within his word. He wants to know what his word demands, and he does 
that which the word demands. The word of God will provide him with the in- 
formation he needs in order to altain freedom from sin. 

Now, we observe that Jesus definitely based receiving this freedom upon a 
knowledge of the truth. Freedom from sin involves and demands that we know 
the truth. The truth (Word of God) is able to save souls (James 1:21), The Bible 
(the Truth) contains some facts which one must know and obey in order to be 
saved, When a person understands that the Bible is God's inspired Word, then 
he realizes that the Bible is telling the truth and the Truth it tells focuses on the 


salvation of mankind. 


This person comes to understand that he must believe that Jesus Christ is the 
son of God (John 8:24) and that there is no salvation outside of that provided 
by God through Christ (Acts 4:12), Next he understands that he must repent of 
his sins (Luke 13:3; Il Corinthians 7:10). Repentance is the point when he stops 
practicing sin, turns his life around and strives to do God's will. Abiding in the 
Word, he then recognizes that he must confess that faith is Christ to which he 
has attained (Romans 10:9,10; 1 Timothy 6:12,13: Acts 8:37). He must ac- 
knowledge the reality of the conviction which now is his. Then he is ready to 


put Christ on in Baptism. 


(Galatians 3:27; Acts 2:38: Romans 6:3,4; Acts 8:26). 


Now he is free from the practice of sin because he has repented, and he is free 
from the penalty of sin (which is death, Romans 6:23) because he has been bap- 
tized into the death of Christ. His sins have been washed away by the blood of 
Christ. (Acts 22:16) He is not forgiven and he knows that he is saved because 
the word of Christ tells him so. By obeying the truth, he has become a Christian 
and rejoices in his salvation (Acts 8:39). His conscience is clear in the matter (1 
Peter 3:21). Those who learn arid obey the truth have Spiritual Freedom.

The Brantley Bulldogs contin- 
ued their quest for a state champi- 
onship last week at the 68th annual 
Alabama High School Basketball 
Toumament, held at Auburn Uni- 
versity, but for the second straight 
year failed to make it past the semi- 
final round. 

The Bulldogs, which finished 
the season with an outstanding 
record of 25 wins and 3 losses, 
opened the Class 2A tourney with a 
63-56 win over Florala; however, 
Brantley fell victim to a late rally in 
the semifinal contest and was elimi- 
nated by Paramount 54-52. 

Following are highlights of both 
state tournament games:

THE ELBA CLIPPER 


USDA Announces 
1990 National Peanut 
Poundage Quota 


Under Secretary of Agriculture 
Richard T. Crowder recently an- 
nounced the national peanut pound- 
age quota of 1,560,000 short tons, 
or 3,120 million pounds, for the 
1990 marketing year. The quota is 
120,000 short tons more than the 
1989 quota, 

Crowder said that the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture is required 
by law to announce the final nation- 
al poundage quota for the 1990 
marketing year by December 15. 

As required by the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act, as amended, that 
national poundage quota for the 
1990 crop has been set at a level 
that is equal to the estimated quan 
tity of peanuts that will be devoted 
to domestic edible uses, seed and 
related uses in the 1990 marketing 
year. The marketing year begins 
August 1, 1990 

The 1990 crop national pound 
age quota will be allocated to each 
State based on the state’s share of 
the 1985 crop national poundage 
quota, 

Increases in a state's poundage 
quota will be allocated among qual 
ifying farms in accordance with 
prescribed procedures. 

In January 1986 referendum, 
peanut growers approved poundage 
quotas for the 1986-1990 crops

RX: Friendship 

Friendship and affection play an 
important role in life, But it is true 
that friends can actually enhance 
our health? 

Psychologists examining — the 
subject believe that making and 
having friends are necessary to 
good health - both physical and 
psychological. 

"The psychological advantages 
of friendship seem obvious," says 
Dr. Richard Bootzin, psychologist 
at Northwestem University, Evans- 
ton, Illinois.

The physical consequences of 
friendship are equally noteworthy 
When people feel stress, they often 
seck out others. Talking with 
friends lowers the heart rate and 
blood pressure, Dr. Bootzin says. 

Dr. Gootzin theorizes that peo- 
ple who have friends tend to live 
longer than those without, pointing 
as proof to studies show that mar- 
ricd people oullive unmarried. 
“These studies show that it is the 
close personal relationship - having 
a confidant - that counts," he ex- 
plains.

"It might be biological: Dr 
Bootzin reflects. “The need for hu- 
mans to band together and face the 
threats of the environment is part of 
our evolutionary heritage."

Peaches 

This winter we have had the 
chilling requirements for our fruit 
trees in Coffee County. This is the 
number of cold hours necessary to 
cause a fruit tree to break dormancy 
and bloom. Ail of our peach trees 
are blooming about three to four 
weeks ahead of normal. Some ot 
our peach tees I've noticed are al- 
ready in 90 percent bloom. 

So what is the chance of tosing 
Our peach crop? It takes tempera- 
tures of 26 degrees F. for four to 
six hours to kill an open bloom. It 
takes a temperature of 15 degrees 
F. to kill the closed bloom at the 
Slage they are now. We may have 
some freezes, even if we do there 
are plenty of flower buds left that 
have not come out yet for us to 
have plenty of peaches. 

If you have not pruned your fruit 
trees yet, there is plenty of time. 
Even if the tree is in bloom, you 
can sull prune it. Fruit trees can be 
pruned up through June. 

Be on the lookout for insects, es- 
pecially lygus bugs and stink bugs, 
and be ready to spray them immedi- 
ately If your fruit trees are not in 
bloom yet, spray them with a fungi- 
cide and insecticide up until 10 per- 
cent bioom and them just with Cap- 
tan 50 WP while blooming and 
then back with an insecticide and 
fungicide mix after 90 percent of 
booms have fallen. Insecticide ap- 
plication to the young fruit is espe- 
cially important as one insect suing 
at that stage can catface and distort 
the whole fruit for the rest of the 
season, So get on a good spray 
schedule immediately. : 


Muscadines 

People are asking is it too late to 
prune muscadines, since the sap has 
already started to flow? The answer 
1s go ahead and prune them, 

To prune muscadines first thin 
Out the dead and diseased wood and 
all the vines that generally just get 
m your way. Them remove all the 
canes from the trunk except the per- 
manent arms of those canes needed 
to replace damaged or dead arms. 
Then cut all the previous year's 
growth which is lighter brown in 
color. Cut this down to just four 
buds remaining. You need new 
wood to fruit and this grows off last 
year's growth. 

If you have properly pruned 
fertilized, watered and cared for, 
muscadines can yield from 4 to 10 
tons per acre. 


snap after you fertilize, it could do 
serious damage to your lawn, par- 
ticularly Centipede lawns, I have 
seen nurseries that force Centipede 
grass out early that lost their com- 
plete stand because of late celd., 

Be patient! Don't fertilize too 
soon, 


Pruning 

Now is the ume I would suggest 
pruning any of your shrubs except 
spring flowering shrubs. Pruning at 
his time of the year will allow the 
plant to recover very quickly and 
the stubs from pruning will show a 
very short time. 

I suggest pruning now and not 
shearing. Shearing is where you cut 
the outside edges off. Pruning is 
where you take off branches from 
down within the plant. This will 
cause the plant to renew itself from 
many dif! rent levels in the plant 
instead of just on the outer edge if

Rule of thumb: New growth will 
take place where the pruning cut is 
SO stagger these pruning cuts 
throughout the plant so that you 
will have new growth coming from 
throughout the plant.

Cooking Surfaces 

Recently I had the opportunity 
to attend the National Home Build- 
ers Show in Auanta. The Home 
Builders exhibit area is equal in 
size to six football fields. We had 
the opportunity to visit and talk 
with many manufacturers of appli- 
ances, building materials, etc. 

A relatively new cooking sur- 
face on the market now is the in- 
duction top. The induction cooktop 
used a magnetic heating ficld to 
conduct heat. When magnetic cook- 
ing utensils are centered over a 
power unit, heat is generated but 
only in the utensil. I feel this is the 
safest cooking process available to 
the home consumer today. It is still 
relatively expensive, but if you are 
updating your appliances or build- 
ing a new home, this is certainly 
something you need to spend a lit- 
tle time to research. There are 
many companies now making the 
induction cooktops. 

Solid-element cooktops have 
heating elements embedded in solid 
discs of cast iron. The raised discs 
are sealed to the cooktop which 
eleminates the need for drip pans 
and makes clean-up easier, Any 
time you change your cooking 
method from one type to the other, 
you almost have to learn how to 
cook again. Learning to control 
heat with a solid element cooktop is 
a little different than with the tradi- 
tional coil cooktop that you are 
used to having. However, there are 
many advantages to updating a new 
type of cooktop. 

Fabric Yellowing 

Yellowing can appear on white 
or pastel fabrics as rings, spots or 
streaks. They are usually found on 
arcas near Openings in a polyethy- 
lene storage bag. This type of yel- 
lowing takes place when several 
conditions are present - alkali fin- 
ishes, moisture, air pollution (nitro- 
gen oxide) and storing garments in 
polyethylene bags that contain bu- 
tylated hydroxtoluene (BHT), 

The casiest way to prevent yel- 
lowing is to avoid storing white of 
light-colored garments in polyeth- 
lene bags for long periods of time. 
The yellowing can usually be re- 
moved by laundering or dry clean- 
ing

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Extent of flood damage unknown 


Approximately 1,500 residents re- 
main displaced from their homes as 
a result of the flood which sub- 
merged the downtown area of the 
city this past weekend. 

As the waters of Whitewater 
Creek and Pea River rose, breaking 
the levee which for more than 60 
years had protected the city, approxi- 
mately 2,000 local residents were 
displaced. 

About 300 of those people re- 
turned to their homes by late Mon- 
day afternoon, and waters receded 


enough to allow large vehicles to 
drive around the town square Tues- 
day afternoon, Flood waters were ex- 
pected to be gone by Wednesday, 
March 21. 

Gov. Hunt has declared the City of 
Elba a disaster area, but officials still 
cannot begin to estimate the extent 
of that damage. Red Cross and 
FEMA teams were in the Elba area 
Tuesday afternoon assessing the 
damage, but by late Tuesday would 
only say that damage estimates are 
in the millions. 


Schools set 
to re-open 
on Monday 


Elba City Schools will re-open 
Monday, March 26, Superintendent 
Lamar Foley announced Monday. 

Foley said plans will be final- 
ized Thursday and local parents 
and students should tune in to area 
radio stations to determine exactly 
where classes will be held. 

Tentative plans made late Mon- 
day were to house high school stu- 
dents in the National Guard Armo- 
ry, to place Elba Middle School 
students in Paul Windham's and 
National Security's hangars at the 
Elba Airport, and to set up Elba 
Elementary School at the Army Re- 
serve Center. Consideration was 
aver to housing administrative of- 
ices in the Masonic Lodge. 

Child Nutrition Coordinator Ro- 
land Powell said a lunch program 
will be in operation by Monday. 
Powell said students may be served 
sack lunches for the first few weeks 


of operation, and the breakfast pro- 
gram will be temporarily suspend- 
ed. 

Transportation schedules wiill be 
determined as road and bridge situ- 
ations are determined. Transporta- 
tion supervisor Red Wilson, aided 
by Bob Hahn, Kenneth Baker and 
Bobby Boutwell, moved ail of the 
city school buses to higher ground 
before the downtown area flooded. 

The Board of Education met 
with state Department of Education 
members and Rep. Jimmy Holley 
early Monday and decided to do 
whatever was necessary to keep the 
city system operational. 

"We've got to protect the integri- 
ty of Elba City Schools," Board 
Chairman Garth Lindsey said. "We 
can sit here and be integrated right 
into the county system or we can

Businesses 
continuing 
operations 


When flood waters _ literally 
drowned the downtown area of the 
City of Elba last Saturday, only 13 
businesses which have city licenses 
were left operational. 

Ranch House Restaurant, Medical 
Arts Pharmacy, Elba Bait Shop, 
Country Convenience, Honest 
Gene's Used Cars, Dixie Ford, Elba 
Tractor Co., Town and Country, 
Williams Signs, Patrick Feed, West- 
side Beauty Shop, Farmer's Live- 
stock Co-Op and Bradshaw's Pest 
Control were not closed by the disas- 
ter. 

In addition, the facilities of Elba 
Packing Company, Kleinerts, Na- 
tional Security and Hayes Funeral 
Home were not damaged. Packing 
Company employees reported to 
work Monday. 

But most merchants immediately 
made plans to resume operations as 
soon as possible. 


State Superintendent of Banking 
Zack Thompson was in Elba Sunday 
and agreed to make arrangements for 
offices in neighboring set up to han- 
dle checks for both banks. 

+ People's Bank President Kenneth 
Grantham said the bank will operate 
out of its New Brockton office. Ac- 
count numbers and other pertinent 
information will be on file in that of- 
fice, he said.

In addition, hot 
meals are available at the Coffee 
County Farm Center in New Brock- 
ton. That center is being manned by 


the Enterprise Christian Mission or- 
ganization and employees of DHR. 

Angela Spegal,s local Red Cross 
Coordinator, said the organization 
will continue its operation as long as 
necessary. She predicted that the 
need for meals will increase as addi- 
tional support and clean-up person- 
nel come into the city. 

A Southem Baptist Convention 
disaster relief team is preparing and 
serving Red Cross meals at the As- 


sembly of God. 


Electricity is being restored as 
quickly as possible and as soon as 
conditions are safe, Ed Compton 
said. 

"We have about 20 percent of the 
electricity restored," Compton said 
late Monday.. "Our people are 
working day and night. We ask that 
you be patient with them... They 
are tired and worn." 

Compton said Covington Electric 
has been instrumental in helping to

Officials kept all-night vigil 


Elba officials pulled sentry duty 
for local citizens Friday night, 
watching the waters of Whitewater 
Creek and Pea River rise, making 
evacuation plans and eventually 
sounding alarms which roused peo- 
ple to action in the nick of time. 

More than 12 inches of rain fell 
on South Alabama Friday, causing 
flash flooding across the Southeast 
corner of the state and closing many 
roads in the region. 

When rescue workers evacuated 
flash flooding victims from a mobile 
home on Taylor Mill Road early Fri- 
day afternoon, they had no idea Car- 
ol Fudge was the first of almost 
2,000 victims who would be moved 
from their homes within the next 24 


hours. : 
The early flash flooding, which 


also caused flooding in the Mulberry 
area, was in the Beaver Dam Creek 
watershed, Those waters had subsid- 
ed by midnight Friday, but Whitewa- 
ter Creek and Pea River continued to 
rise. Whitewater obviously rose fast- 
er, rendering bridges on the north 
end of town inoperable, 

Throughout the night, city crews 
worked to evacuate low-lying areas 
and barricade roads which crossed 
the levee at Whitewater Bridge, Pea 
River Bridge and the old railroad 
tressle. 

Residents first were evacuated 
from Riverview, then from homes in 
areas outside the levee. 

At about 10 p.m. Friday, officials 
closed Whitewater bridge at Smith 
Avenue. Hwy. 125 at Wise Mill also 
was closed, and rising waters also 


made Hwy. 203, the Elba by-pass, 
impassable from Smith Avenue to 
the Troy Highway. 

City officials began sounding 
alarms and notifying residents of 
Smith Avenue to get out if they ex- 
pected to walk out because the last 
exit would soon be closed. 

Brookdale residents were evacu- 
ated about 4 a.m. Saturday. 

From 4:30 to 5 a.m., officials con- 
tinued to watch waters rise. When 
the river reached the point at which 
it crested in the 1975 flood, 37 feet, 
city officials began to consider evac- 
uating the area inside the levee, real- 
izing that if at no other place, the 
Smith Avenue barricades probably 
would not hold.

City fathers Monday night 
agreed to tighten security in the 
downtown area. 

The tighter security measures, 
taken to prevent looting and protect 
residents from dangers inside the 
flooded area, include the establish- 
ment of a permanent security perim- 
eter in the downtown area. 

The perimeter, bordered on the 
west by Adkinson Steet, on the 
south by Putnam Street, on the east 
by Yelverton Street and on the north 
by Rebecca Lane, will be manned by 
military police. All entrances to the 
protected perimeter must be made 
from Claxton Avenue, and residents 
must be cleared at the U.S. Army 
Reserve building before entering. 

Looting in the flooded areas be- 
came a problem Sunday, at which 
time guards were posted and specta- 
tors were no longer allowed in the 
area.
